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EXPLOSION 
ROCKS PLANT 

AT LEAST 5 KILLED, 12 INJURED IN HUGE BLAST 
AT CONN. FACILITY UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn. An explosion blew apart a power plant 
under construction as workers purged natural gas lines Sunday 
killing at least five people and injuring a dozen or more in a 
blast that shook homes for miles. 

At least 12 people were injured in the explosion at the Kleen 
Energy Systems plant in Middletown, Conn., about 20 miles 
south of Hartford. Crews with dogs were still searching the 
rubble for survivors as darkness fell over the plant, overlook- 
ing the Connecticut River. 

It wasn’t clear how many people, if any, were still buried. 
Deputy Fire Marshal A 1 Santostefano told The Associated 
Press that 50 to 60 people were in the area at the time of 
the explosion, but authorities said multiple contractors were 
working on the project, making it difficult to pinpoint exactly 
how many people were missing. 

“I think a majority of them did survive,” Santostefano said. 
“Most of them did walk away” 

The explosion happened about 11:17 a.m., he said. Mayor 
Sebastian Giuliano called it a gas explosion but said the exact 
cause wasn’t immediately clear. 

“It felt almost like a sonic boom,” Giuliano said at an eve- 
ning news conference. 

The search was focusing in part on who was at the plant at 


the time of the explosion. Giuliano said 100 to 200 workers 
would have been there on a typical weekday 

“They’re trying to figure out who was on the job today, and 
where are they now?” Giuliano said. 

The 620 -megawatt plant is being built to produce energy 
primarily using natural gas. Santostefano said workers for the 
construction company, O&G Industries, were purging the gas 
lines, a procedure he called a “blow-down,” when the explo- 
sion occurred. 

The building was still standing, but the blast blew out the 
sheet metal that covers its sides. 

Lynn Hawley, 54, of Hartland, Conn., told The Associated 
Press that her son, Brian Hawley, 36, is a pipefitter at the plant. 
He called her from his cell phone to say he was being rushed 
to Middlesex Hospital. 

“He really couldn’t say what happened to him,” she said. 
“He was in a lot of pain, and they got him into surgery as 
quickly as possible.” 

She said he had a broken leg and was expected to survive. 

Officials had not released the conditions of the other 
injured people by Sunday evening, although they said at 
least a dozen people had injuries ranging from minor to 
very serious.

“My focus has been enlarged,” she said. “So, I sure as heck 
better be more astute on these current events, national issues 
than I was two years ago.” 

Palin has been employed as a contributor at Fox News, owned 
by New York-based News Corp., since January 

The interview’s broadcast came the morning after she criti- 
cized President Obama’s first year in office by saying “the list 
of broken promises is long” during a speech to the Tea Party 
movement’s inaugural national convention. 

The campaign-style speech at a dinner in Nashville was a fron- 
tal assault on the administration’s handling of national security 
and terrorism, even though she stopped short of declaring ambi- 
tions for a 2012 presidential bid as her audience chanted “Run 
Sarah, Run!” 

“I am a big supporter of this movement,” she said. ‘America is 
ready for another revolution.”

Job seeker gets his 
Facebook out there 


I remember landing my first journalism job after college. It was three 
weeks before graduation, and I drove exactly 89 miles each way on six 
occasions for interviews. 

Even if Facebook and online social networking tools in general exist- 
ed in (cough, cough) 1995, 1 probably wouldn’t have thought of what 
Thomas Pardee did. But that said, I think his idea is pretty genius. 

Pardee, 22, of Lakeview, paid for self-promotional ads on Facebook 
and specifically targeted the company he wants to work for most. That 
means Conde Nast employees may feel like they know Pardee, even 
though he doesn’t work there. 

I chatted with Pardee online (of course). Here are some excerpts 
from our conversation: 

For my first job, I called, sent resumes and dressed up for interviews. 
Times have sure changed. 

“Times have changed, but the fundamentals are the same, I think. 
I’m still calling, sending out resumes and doing interviews— only now, 

► the resumes are e-mailed PDFs or links to my portfolio site, most 
instant communication is done in short e-mails, tweets or IM 
^ sessions, and I’ve even had interviews take place in front of 
^ my webcam via Skype. The Facebook ad was an experiment, 
and they’ve certainly created this influx of people looking at my 
resume, but ultimately, it’s the resume that has to do the talking. You 
still have to do the legwork. I think you always will.” 

Why Facebook? Why Conde Nast? 

“Facebook is a medium that is constantly evolving. Just a few years 
ago, when I started college, it was a toy I could barely see its utility But 
since then, its growth has created a lot of untapped possibility I love 
Conde Nast publications. Details, Wired and Vanity Fair are all maga- 
zines I would kill to work for. But I know that untold thousands of 
other recent graduates have the same dream. To stand out, you’ve got 
to think differently” 

Have you been having luck? 

“I would say that I am having luck. I never expected to be offered a 
job based on this, but I was hoping to make some contacts. People are 
looking at my resume and talking about me in connection with some- 
thing new and interesting.” 

Do you worry about making a statement as much as you worry about 
creeping out a potential employer? 

“There is a fine line, isn’t there? I’ve been asking some of my contacts 
what they think about this and the results have been pretty positive. 
Though the ad could be risky, I think most have seen it as a resourceful 
way to self-promote. And frankly, those are the people I want to work 
for, anyway”

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Cohen quits the race

Scott Lee Cohen, the pawnbroker whose surprise victory 
in last week’s Democratic lieutenant governor primary 
was followed by scandalous revelations about him, quit 
the race Sunday night at the urging of party leaders. 

Cohen made the tearful announcement at the Hop 
Haus tavern on the Far North Side. 

“For the good of the people ... I will resign,” he said, 
adding: “The last thing I ever, ever wanted to do was to 
put the people of Illinois in jeopardy in anyway” 

When Cohen became a candidate, he disclosed that 
a 2005 domestic battery charge against him had been 
dismissed. It was only after his victory Tuesday that the 
details became known: His girlfriend at the time, a pros- 
titute, had accused him of holding a knife to her throat 
but had failed to appear in court, leading to charges being 
dropped. 

More revelations followed last week: Cohen admitted 
injecting anabolic steroids, was accused of failing to pay 
child support even while he put at least $2 million into 
his campaign, and was identified as the target of dozens 
of lawsuits over back taxes. 

The Tribune reported on its Web site Sunday afternoon 
that powerful Illinois House speaker and Democratic 
chairman Michael Madigan met with Cohen on Friday 
and urged him in a “very direct and very frank” way to 
drop his candidacy, according to Madigan aide Steve 
Brown. 

Brown said he was unable to characterize Cohen’s 
response to Madigan during the meeting in Madigan’s 
Chicago law office. Brown also said that work will 
begin soon on selecting a replacement for Cohen in the 
November election.

MIAMI GARDENS, Fla.The New Orleans Saints, for decades the NFEs lovable 
losers, used the biggest stage Sunday to answer the question their fans have 
been asking for 43 years. 

Who Dat think they gonna beat them Saints? 

The answer: Nobody 

The unbelievable is a reality The unthinkable has come true. The Saints 
reached the NFLmountaintop Sunday, knocking off the mighty Indianapolis 
Colts 31-17 in Super Bowl XLIV at Sun Life Stadium. 

“Louisiana, by the way of New Orleans, is back!” said Saints owner Tom 
Benson, standing on a midfield platform and lifting the Lombardi Trophy 
over his head. ‘And this shows the whole world!” 

The Saints sealed the deal in dramatic fashion, with cornerback Tracy 
Porter intercepting a Peyton Manning pass and returning it 74 yards for a 
touchdown with 3 minutes, 12 seconds to play 
That was the only turnover in an otherwise brilliant game pitting the 
league's two top quarterbacks, Manning and Drew Brees. 

Brees was named the game’s most valuable player, having completed 32 of 
39 passes for 288 with two touchdowns. 

The victory marked the greatest moment in the sports history of New 
Orleans, a city ravaged by the effects of Hurricane Katrina five years ago. 

“We had the entire city— and maybe even the entire country— behind 
us,” Brees said. For Porter, it was the second huge play in as many games. He 
intercepted Brett Favre’s pass at the end of regulation to set up the Saints’ 
overtime victory over Minnesota in the NFC championship game. 

Porter attributed his pivotal play to “great film study by me, a great jump 
and a great play” 

It meant the world to him, and maybe even more to his home state. 
“Words can’t describe how much this means for New Orleans,” he said. “I 
am a Louisiana native, and this is real big.”

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Chicago native busy juggling charity work, movie career

In the weeks since a magnitude 7.0 earthquake ravaged Haiti, celebs have been 
lining up to lend their wattage — and wallets — to the cause. 

From an MTV telethon put on by George Clooney and Wyclef Jean on Jan. 

22 to Radiohead’s sold-out benefit concert Jan. 24, Hollywood has hustled for 
Haiti relief. 

On Monday, rapper/actor/author Common is set to join that constellation of 
stars giving back. 

The native South Sider is slated to appear, and perform at least one song, at 
a local fundraising concert and telethon at the megachurch House of Hope on 
the city’s South Side. 

Common will be joined by other local entertainers in the effort, including 
comic George Wilborn and poet J. Ivy, as well as politicians Mayor Daley, Gov. 
Quinn, and House of Hope founder and state Sen. James Meeks. 

RedEye caught up with Common before he came to town to check in with 
him about his hopes for Haiti relief. We also asked him about other upcoming 
music and film projects. 


So many celebrities are doing much for Haiti. 
What drove you to work with this particular 
concert at House of Hope? 

Being that it’s based in Chicago and knowing 
that it’s a group of people who are already 
prominent in the community and out to help 
people in the Chicago community, I know 
it’s a sincere effort for them to raise money 
and awareness about Haiti and gather up the 
community for Haiti. 


mean? I know you always have deep mean- 
ings behind these things ... 

First and foremost, it has to do with God. 
God is the source of the reason I’m continu- 
ing to grow in this entertainment industry 
One of the second things is believing ... 
believing in God and believing in yourself. 
That’s pretty much the meaning behind the 
title. Seriously, if I were to have a superhero 
name, that’s who I’d be. I’m “The Believer.” 


We understand you’re also re-establishing 
some old Chicago ties in your upcoming 
album “The Believer.” What does that title

I’m gearing up for a release in the fall of this 
year.

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You went old school on this one and 
tapped some of your Chicago connec- 
tions on production: Twilight Tone and 
No I.D., former producers from early in 
your career.

It’s really like a way of going home 
again. Going to the essence of how 
we began and it’s what people say full 
circle. 

Wait, when some artists say “full circle/' 
that means they’re about to retire. 
You're not about to ... 

No, that’s not it. Sometimes you start 
new cycles, but even in new cycles you 
go to the beginning. {No I. D., Twilight 
Tone and I] are all at a musical place, 
we all have a certain vision for what we 
want to hear and create. Collectively, I 
feel those talented producers will bring 
the best out of me. They’ll bring what 
the people would like to hear out of 
me. 

Will this take away from your film 
focus? I know last time we talked, while 
you were working on “Terminator 
Salvation," you said you wanted to focus 
on acting. How are you balancing both? 


I think {film and music] have been able 
to enhance each other in certain ways. 

It brings freedom to my writing and 
toward my music career. I don’t have as 
much responsibility to make music only 
to make a living, though it was never for 
me about just making a living. For me, 

I like creating so much and I like to do 
it whether it’s in film or in music. It’s 
a pleasure to make music to fill a void 
that people want and need. 

But with your other gift: What films are 
you working on? 

I have a film called “Just Right,” co- 
starring Queen Latifah. I play an NBA 
basketball player and Latifah is a physi- 
cal therapist and Paula Patton and I 
are dating. I’m basically on top of the 
world, then I face a career-threatening 
injury Latifah eventually becomes my 
physical therapist just when Paula’s 
character is contemplating leaving me. 
It’s a great story ... a love story and fun. 

When does “Just Right" come out? 

That should be due out sometime in 
the summer, but also, I’m part of the 
film “Date Night” that features Tina 
Fey and Steve Carell. I am playing a 


police officer that’s chasing them ... a 
bad police officer. 

Oh no, a bad cop? Like a “Training Day" 
kind of cop? 

{Laughs} Well, kind of, but no because 
the tone is not “Training Day” I’m a bad 
guy, but it’s funny You’ll see. The movie 
is out April 9. 

Sounds like you have quite a few proj- 
ects in the works. Last time we talked, 
we discussed your role in “Terminator 
Salvation," and how you were hoping it 
would raise your Hollywood profile. Do 
you think that happened? 

{Pauses} No, not with “Terminator,” 
but I do feel like as a body of work, 

I’ve been building that cachet and that 
name and increasing the value of who 
I am as an actor. “Terminator” didn’t 
turn out the way we all wanted it to, as 
far as domestic success. But I do feel 
it expanded me to where I could get 
another role in a franchise blockbuster. 

I had the pluses and experience of 
working with those great people, and it 
was a lot of fun. But my goal is to be at 
the Will Smith and Denzel Washington 
level; I’m still reaching for that.
